The Split Infinitive. 


The split infinitive is the term used 


to designate the infinitive form of the 
verb that generally begins with the 
preposition "to." when separated by a. 
qualifying adverb or phrase, as in the 
following: "To briefly dpsiftfiate." "to 
readily understand." "to suddenly and 
completely change front," "he knew 
2<>t which to most admire," "to sweet- 
ly sing." "to humbly walk." This use 
Is held by literacy critics and gram- 
matical purists to be highly improper, 
but it occurs abundantly in English 
literature, from the time of Shake- 
epeare to the present day. Nearly ev- 
ery standard author is guilty of it, and 
it is very general in popular speech. 
The splitting of the infinitive is often 
nictated by a sense of rhythm, the 
placing of the qualifying adverb after 
the verb and before the weak adjunct 
or object which follows the verb re- 
sulting often in disharmony of rhythm 
or stress. 


Fixing the Fairies. 


Remnants of the cave men living in 


bidden places in the forests, avoiding 
the more civilized human beings about 
them, but seen occasionally by these, 
were probably the first of the fairies, 
according to A. E. Peake in a paper 
that appears in the report of the Pre- 
historic Society of East Anglia.

With their 
little pointed caps and their retiring 
ways they were only vaguely known 
to their neighbors, and when they died 
out they were dimly remembered and 
soon became a legend.

derstand that uo fruit grower and no 
farmer can be assured tbat be will en- 
tirely escape liability under the Com- 
pensation Act. Consequently 
you 


will be constantly confronted witb lia- 
bilities of three distinct forms: 


(1) As to workmen employed by 


you, who are injured wbile engaged 
in strictly agricultural work, you will 
be liable in an action at law, provided 
you have been negligent, but even if 
negligent you will not be liable if tbe 
workman bas also been negligeot or 
has been injured by a fellow work- 
man. This is your presentliability and 
as a risk it amounts to little. 


(2) 
As to workmen injured while 


engaged m work that is not incidental 
to or necessarily cocaeeted with agri- i 
culture, you will be liable under"the' 
Compensation Act. If you carry in- 
surance your liability will be limited 
to the fixed amounts provided for iu 


the

Thus, if a man operates 
both-Ji farm and a retail store situate 
upon the farm premises, and tbe clerk 
in tbe store does worfe as a laroi hand, 
if such clerk be injured whiie serv- 
ing as a farm hand, be would be en- 
gaged iu agriculture and cou.'d not 
claim the compensation provided for 
m the Act. But if he is injured while 
clerking in the store be would not be 
then engaged ia agriculture and could, 
claim compensation under the Act. 


It seems reasonable to anticipate 


that a workmau employed by a fruit 
grower in connection with the plant- 
ins: and care of trees and tbe Bather- 
ing of the fruit crops, is engaged in 
agriculture. 
It has been held by growers. Mutual Company insurance 


against such liability as is imposed 
under Article 3 of the Compensation 
Act. since it may not mature for six- 
teen years after the accident has oc- 
curred, seems to tae to be undersir- 
aoJe. And for these reasons insurance 
in some one of tbe ruauy responsible 


hired by an independent contractor, 
who may be upon your premises for 
the performance of any of your regu- 
lar business you will be liable under 
the Compensation Act, In the same 
manner as if such laborer were your 
own employee. But in this counect- 
tion I must say that the provisions of 
the Compensation Act relative to such 
liability are so Indefinite, that 1 would 
not venture to express an opinion 
upon them until they have received 
judicial construction. 


This leaves the fruit grower, as you 


no doubt, by this time, understand, in 
In a somewnat uncertain situation. 
The only practical and safe plan for 
him. to follow is to carry liability in- 
surance until such time as the va'rious 
questions that we have mentioned 
have received judicial construction. 


Such insurance may be obtained 


from the State Insurance Fund or 
from any of the well £nown Stock 
Companies or from ilutuai Compan- 
ies. 


As the State Fund Insurance will 


not cover any liability except such as 
Is imposed under Article 8. of the Act, 
Insurance by that method may not 
meet the requirements of the fruit

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 


HOW FAR ARE FRUIT .GROWERS 


EFFECTED BY NEW LAW? 


Address of John D. Keith Before the 


Fruit Growers' Association Dec. 


15, 1915. 


At n meeting of Fruit Growers' As- 


sociation iu Beuclerfeville ou Dec. 15, 
]915JohuD. Keith, Esq. of Gettys- 
burg iu part spoke on Hie new Work- 
men's Couapeusatiou Act a& applica- 
ble to the larmer anu fruit grower. 
JUifr address should be very helpful to 
every agriculturist lo uutle'staud bis 
liability. 


The Workmen's Compensation Act 


was approved on June 2nd, 1915. 
The 


day alter the approval of the Compen- 
sation Act, the Governor approved an- 
other and a different Act that may be 
referred to as the "Act of June 3rd". 
under which it is provided that those 
"engaged in domestic service or agri- 
culture" at the time that an injury is 
sustained shall uot oe affected by the 
terms of the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act. 


If the Courts shall finally decide 


that our Legislature was 
without 


power to exempt those engaged in 
agriculture from the Compensation 
Act, then fruit growers will be bound 
by all of the provisions of the Com- 
pensation Act m the same mauuer 
aud to the same extent as are employ- 
ers of labor in any other business pur- 
suit. if, however, the Courts shall 
decide that the Legislature had the 
right to tnus exempt those engaged in 
agriculture from the liabilities and 
duties that are imposed upon those 
engaged iu other occupations, it will 
then remaiu to be determined to what 
extent an. employee of a fruit grower 
is engaged iu agriculture. Tins will 
depend upon the construction that the 
Courts may give to the word "agricul- 
ture," and whether the word "agri- 
culture" includes not only the plant- 
ing and care of fruit trees and the 
picking and packing offrujtbut also 
the preparation and 
marketing of 


fruit products ; the manufacturing or 
assembling of barrels, boxes and crates 
for shipping and storage purposes : 
the generation of power used In the 
operation of grading apparatus ; the 
transportation by wagon, 
truck or 


other conveyance ofpaeked or unpack- 
ed fruit far delivery to buyers upon 
the premises ot the fruit growers or to 
buyers at premises other than those 
owned by the fruit grower or to stor- 
age plants or to outside shipping 
points, and also whether the term in- 
cludes a variety of other acts and 
things Incidental to tiie fruit growing 
industry. 


1 have called your attention to the 


several questions that remain to be 
determined in order to emphasize the 
statement that it is impossible at this 
time to furnish definite information 
upon the subject assigned and that no 
opinion expressed upon the various 
questions involved may be considered 
as final. 


If fruit growers are exempt from the 


provisions of the Compensation Act, 
your future responsibility for injuries 
to employees will remain as it now is. 
If you are not exempt your liabilities 
vrill be vastly altered and enlarged- 


As to your liability under present 


conditions, it may be stated that be- 
fore the State took action upon the 
subject of workmen's compensation, 
the law as laid down by our Courts 
imposed upon every employer, includ- 
ing fruit growers, certain duties to- 
ward workmen employed by them. 
These duties may be summarized af 
follows : 


(1) To provide a reasonably safe 


place in which employees are to work. 


(2) To provide reasonably safe tools 


and appliances with which to work. 


(3) To exercise reasonable care in 


the selection of employees. 


(4) To instruct workmen how best 


to carry on their work, not only for 
their own protection, but for the pro- 
tection of other empioyees- 


As applied to fruit growing and 


farming these rules of duty require 
you to provide reasonably safe buiid- 
jngs. barn floors, well beds, platforms 
and other places,, in, about or upon 
•which your worSmeu may in the 
course of their work be called. To 
provide reasonably 
sale 
wagons, 


trucks, harness, horses, ladders, prun- 
ing appaiatus, ropes, chains and farm 
aaschiiiery, and other instrumentali- 
ties of your work, and to reasonably 
guard auy daucsroiis machinery 3U to 
far as guarding will uot interfere with 
the operation . of auch machinery. 
And in addition io the four rules 
mentioned, jl it your constant duly to 
exercise due care in inspecting and 
maintaining your premises and appli- 
ances in *«eh rta=onal>3v safe condi- 
tion. 


So 3<juij rs you oL.-erve the duties 


xaeulioued y«u are 3301 re^porirJlile in 
dstuaaeo for any injury fenitr.iutd by 
an employee in tbe course oJ bis em- 
ployment, because «ueJi injuries tbe 
jaw sterile* lo the risk of the bwsi- 
Dtts. which risk the ".vorknaan w held 
lo have assumed. This rule .of Jaw 
may te relied upon by you iu any 
present action brought sgsiui-l vou by 
an injured employee. It couttiiuJes 
one of the common 
law defenses 


linown a» the "aa^uiuptiou of risk." 
As an illustration of the application 
of this rule it may ! e =aid : 3 fan ex- 
perienced workman engaged in trim- 
ing the branches* of a fruit tree should 
be Injured by the falling branches, 
the fruit grower is not responsible be- 
cause that is a risk that the workman 
must assume. . If the driver of your 
teaoi while conveying fruit to a sta- 
tics is injured "by the carelessness of 
your neighbor's driver, you are not re- 


Your driver assumed the 


risk of such accident. And again, if 
you furnifh u new ladder of Htandard 
construction and material »o be used 
in fruit picking and it !H free from de- 
fects that would be appaieut upon a 
reasonable examination of it, you are 
justified in considering such ladder to 
"be a safe appliance, and if by reason 
of a hidden defect it break aud n fruit 
picker be injured thereby, you will 
not be liable becau&e under the doc- 
trine of "assumption of ri.sk" the fruit 
picker is held to have assumed the 
risk of such accident. 


You will understand that in the il- 


lustrations given the absence of liabil- 
ity was due to the fact that v»u hud 
performed your full duties. But un- 
der the existing law, although you 
should fail to fulfill 
in some parti- 


cular the duties imposed upon you, 
and by reason of such failure an In- 
jury is sustained by a workman, such 
workman cannot recover from you if 
his own negligence contributed in the 
slighest degree to the injury. This 
rule is known as the common law de- 
fense of "contiibuiory negligence." 
Thus, if you furnish an employee with 
a defective appliance and such defect 
is known to the employee, be is guilty 
of contributory negligence if he uses it 
and is injured thereby. As, for in- 
stance, if you provioe a ladder for a 
fruit picker and such ladder is appar- 
ently unsafe, if the fruit picker uses 
it and is injured thereoy. you are not 
responsible. 


Again, if an employee receives In- 


jury by reason of the negligent act of 
a fellow employee, you are not respon- 
sible under what is known to the law 
as "the fellow-servant rule " Thus, 
if a fruit picker should receive injuries 
by reason of his ladder being over 
thrown by the negligent act of another 
fruit picker, you are not responsible. 
Or if two of your workmen are en- 
gaged in conveying fruit by wagon 
and the one driving tue wagon is 
negligent, thereby causing injury to 
the other, the latter cannot recover 
from you. 


What I have said will serve as a 


meager illustration of your present 
duties and liabilities and these will 
uot be changed in auy manner by the 
Workmen's Compensation Act if it be 
riually decided that your exemption 
from that Act is lawful, and insofar 
as the various branches of your busi- 
ness may be held to constitute agri- 
culture. 


From what I have said you will 


understand that at present your lia- 
bility to injured workmen amounts to 
nothing unless it is shown that you 
have been negligent m fulfilling the 
duties that the law has imposed upon 
you and that, even if you are negli- 
gent in that respect, you are not re- 
sponsible if the workman's own negli- 
gence contributed in the slightest de- 
gree to the injury or if his injury was 
caused by the negligence of a feiJow 
servant. 


In this connection I might remind 


you that under the preseut state of 
the law if one of your workmen re- 
ceives an injury and you are unwill- 
ing or unable to adjust the damages 
with him, he is entitled to bring an 
action at law against you. In such 
action, if the law and the facts permit 
it, a jury may assess the amount of 
damages that you must pay. 
Unfor- 


tunately such litigation is costly to 
both the successful and unsuccessful 
party. 
Frequently 
a 
meritorious 


claim of a workman is debarred by 
reason of the common law defenses to 
which I have referred, or the wort- 
man is loathe to undertake a legal 
action because of the expense. And 
just as 
frequently 
employers 
are 


assessed with excessive damages by 
juries prone to protect a workman. To 
remedy the first evil, that of injustice 
to workmen, the .Legislatures of sev- 
eral States and also Congress have 
enacted laws that impose more strin- 
gent duties upon employers. In some 
instances these Jaws have taken away 
from employers 
their right to rely 


upon the common law defenses under 
which they can show that the injured 


Such general plau also requires that 


JuduBtrial Boards be created to pans 
promptly upon all reported injuries 
und to determine the amount of com- 
pensation due the injured workman. 
Acts embracing these 
features are 


known as 'Workuien'H Compensation 
Acts." 


\Vheu our Legislature, not to be out 


done by the Jaw givers of our sitter 
States, of England, Germany and 
other Continental countries,took uuder 
consideration the adoption of a Com- 
pensation Acl for this State, it was 
confronted with a clause in our Stute 
Constitution 
which prohibited the! 


passage of any 
law limiting 
the 


amount' to be recovered for iujurie-s 
resulting in desth or injuries to per- 
son". Hence, it was clear that any 
Act that attempted to compel an em- 
ployer to pay aud an employee to ac- 
cept auy given sum for a specific in- 
jury would violate such Constitutional 
restriction. 


J3utour Legislature, undaunted by 


a mere 
Constitutional 
prohibition 


such as this, like the proverbial Irish- 
men who constantly meet with un- 
answerable objections, "got around 
it" by providing in our Compensation 
Act that after January 1st, 1916, (the 
time at which the Act will become 
effective), no employer shall be per- 
mitted to defend a suit for damages 
brought by an injured workman by 
introducing the common law defenses 
that I have mentioned unless the in- 
jury is due to the workman's intoxi- 
cation or reckless indifference to dan- 
ger, aud even then the employer must 
bear the burden of proving such in- 
toxication or reckless 
indifference. 


This particular feature of the Com- 
pensation Act is embodied in Article 
2, and will, in the opinion of the lead- 
ers of the profession, be sustained by 
the Courts. 


Now 
this 
provision, considered 


alone, may seem to you to be decid- 
edly radical, but it may afford cer- 
tain consolation to kuow that it is not 
so radical as the provisions of the 
present British Act uuder which a 
drunken workman in a powder mill 
may throw alighted match in a box 
of powder, and if the mill be destroy- 
ed, the owner of the mill killsd aud 
the drunken workman die frurn the 
injuries he receives, the widow and 
children of the late lamented work- 
man may recover damages for the loss 
of his life from the estate of the de- 
ceased mill owner. I call tbi& matter 
to your attention that you may realize 
mat 
future legislation Holds even 


greater pleasures in store for you. 


But to resume : Our Legislature 


having provided in Article 2. of the 
Compensation Act for the abolition of 
common law defenses and thereby 
having effectively disposed of the em- 
ployer iu auy action at law, in a 
seeming spirit of benevolence provid- 
ed further that all employers if they 
did not enjoy the ruies laid down for 
their guidance in actions at law. could 
avoid those ruies by electing to com- 
pensate every injured employee or the 
dependants of those who were killed 
according to certain fixed schedules of 
payments for definite periods of time, 
which amounts are to depend upon 
the character of injury and upon the 
amount of wages which the workman 
was earning at the time of injury. 
Realizing the fraility of human nature 
that might be displayed in a certain 
reluctance in choosing between two 
such desirable offerings, the Legisla- 
ture then proceeded to relieve tue sit- 
uation for all timid employers by en- 
acting that unless the employer ex- 
presses in writing a desire to be held 
liable in actions at law without his 
right to the common law defenses, he 
shall be conclusively presumed to have 
elected to be held liable under the fix- 
ed compensation plan. 


From this you will see that our 


Legislature has succeeded in giving 
to us a Compensation Act which is 
not compulsory. The adoption of the 
Compensation plan is a matter of 
election, but practically the employers 
are compelled to adopt it or suffer a 
Joss of their most substantial defenses 
in actions at law. I might add that

Strawberry Nose. 


The most distressing of facial de- 


formities, rhinophyma, which, is char- 
acterized by a inutib. swollen and red- 
dened tip of the nose, making this look 
like a huge strawberry or a piece of 
cauliflower that has been dipped in 
beet juice, may be cured by a simple 
operation. Sir William Milligan of the 
Royal infirmary, Manchester, England, 
describes this in the London Lancet. 


The operation consists in cutting off 


all the hyperirophied tissue, while the 
nasal passages arc kept extended with 
absorbent wool ia order to preserve 
their contour. Core is taken to avoid 
injury to the lateral cartilages, and 
only two insignificant blood vessels re- 
quire tying. The raw surface is cov- 
ered with two thin grafts of skin cut 
from the patient's thigh, over which, a. 
sheet of gold leaf is placed and a dry 
dressing fastened with adhesive plas- 
ter. It should be possible to remove the 
dressing in five days. 


Races Within Races In the Balkans. 
Language and religion are not the 


only basis of the intense subdivision of 
feeling in the Balkans. The whole re- 
gion is parceled out among race frac- 
tions, some of wMch are no larger than 
a hamlet. Roumanians, Bulgarians, 
Servians and Greeks have a sharp con- 
sciousness of race persistence, and at 
the same time every state is intent 
upon breaking up the race units of oth- 
er peoples wiiich. exist within its bor- 
ders. If Greece were peopled only by 
Greeks and Bulgaria by Bulgarians 
and Servia by Servians, the task would 
be casiev. It is a curse to the peninsula 
that the villagers have pushed this 
way and that wherever there was va- 
cant land or wherever they could make 
a vacancy by driving- out the previous 
holders. The result is the creation of 
race islands in the midst of angry race 
sea''-—Albert BushncIlHarc in Outlook.

Classification of Stars. 


In classifying stars astronomers rec- 


ognize six degrees of magnitude, but 
the term relates to radiance or bril- 
liancy rather than to size. Although 
the classification is somewhat arbi- 
trary, yet each degree of magnitude ia 
approximately two and a half times as 
brilliant as a. star of the next magni- 
tude below. Then, too. each magnitude 
is about three times more numerous 
than the one which precedes it- Be- 
ginning with the brightest, there are 
visible without a glass about twenty 
stars of the first magnitude, about six- 
ty-live of the second magnitude, nearly 
200 of the third magnitude, over 400 of 
the fourth magnitude, about 1,100 of 
the fifth ancl over C.QOO of the sixth. 
The total number of srars that can be 
seen by the unaided eye is about 5,000. 
but not all at one time. This takes no 
account of the millions, perhaps hun- 
dreds of millions, hi regions of space 
that cannot be reached by the unaided 
eye. 


Hot Winds. 


The sirocco blows hot from the high- 


lauds of north Africa and fal's on the 
Mediterranean as far as Ddaka. The 
salano jumps like a windy fireball 
from the heat of the Sahara desert and 
lands fiatfootcd in Spain. The harrnat- 
tan blows hot Sahara dust far into the 
Atlantic 
and gives nosebleed and 


makes skin and lips parch and crack, 
while furniture and ship timbers groan 
and crack and scream in an agony of 
droughts- despair. The khasmin blows 
Sahara's ancient dust into Egyptian 
eyes every fifty clays. The pamperos 
periodically blow down into Buenos 
Aires out of the unexplored desert 
highlands of Brazil, and the blowing 
causes suicides and murders to be more 
common and wounds to break out 
afresh, with a heavy death rate. Pam- 
peros pass away in a second, leaving 
the air fine.—Exchange.
